Its variations - the smallest tragedy, to be in a room, and work on philosophy, 
reading all the people I have saved in the future, with a legal tragedy - the life of 
someone like even I might argue intellectuals in France - all of this becomes the 
new theme - heroism for all - poor and philosophical - this becomes Sirohi, un 
Profe, or finally the way of meeting we are talking about.
